Regarding 
claim 3, the value of APp-m is not defined in the specification. 
Regarding claim 4, the values of APa-p and APp-m are not defined 
in the specification. 

Given, the value of APa-c is not defined in the 
specification, the Examiner will assume APa-c = 1 in this office 
action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(a) as being 
anticipated by applicant's admitted prior art X AAPA' . 

Regarding claim 1, AAPA teaches A method for transmitting 
the physical common packet channels having the power bias, 
wherein, in the access procedure of the transmission of the code 
division multiple access physical common packet channels, after 
an acquisition indication in the down- link physical common 
packet channel is indicated by the base station for the access 
prefix transmitted by the user equipment, the conflict detection 
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prefix will be transmitted by the user equipment to the base 
station by using a power bias magnitude APa-c corresponding to 
the access prefix which is the last one accessed successfully 
(fig. 1, pg. 1 1 st paragraph of section " BACKGROUND OF THE 
INVENTION") . Note, as referenced above the value of APa-c is 
assumed to be 1 .
